Year the 
History. 

The 96th annual report of the Bank 
of Montreal is the 2est ever Issued by 
Canada’s oldest and best known bank. 
The net profits for the year it to 
$2,648,000 as compared with $2,518,000 
for the previous year, being at the rate. 
of 16.56 per cent, compared with 16.21 
per cent for 1912,. An examination of 
the report shows the bank to be in a 
particularly healthy condition, The

000,000, while the Rest Account 1s al- 
80 $16,000,000. During the year, div- 
idend disbursements amounted to 
$1,920,000, being made up ‘of four quar- 
terly dividends at the rate of 2% per 
cent. and two bonuses each of 1 per 
cent. Altogether the bank has $3,- 
451,000 available fo. distribution, 
which is rade’ up of net profits for 
the year of $2,648,000 and a balance 
carried forward from the previous of 
$802,000. Dividend disbursements 
absorbed $1,920,000 and bank prem- 
ises account $485,000, leaving a bal 
ance of profit-and loss carried forward 
of $1,046,000. 


During the year eleven branches 
were opened and three closed, making 
a net gain for the year of eight 
branches. 


A’ further examination of the report 
shows that steady and consistent pro- 
gress was made throughout the year. 
The Note Circulation of the bank is 
now slightly over $17.000.000, showing 
a gain of almost $1.000,000 over the 
returns of the previous year. The 
Deposits show a gain during the year 
of $2,500,000 which must be consid: 
ered satisfactory in view of the many 
calls for canital made during the pas¢ 
few months. The bank shows a 
healthy increase in gold and silver 
coin, but on the other hand, Govern- 
ment notes and other auvickly availible 
assets show a slight falling off. The 
proportion of liquid assets to the lia- 
bilities to the public Is almost 50 per 
cent. which is slightlv less than it was 
a year ago, but fs still unusually high. 
Current Loans made throughout the 
year amounted to almost $129.000.009 
‘or $10.000.000 more than those mad> in 
the previous vear. Considering the 
many demands made upon banks dur- 
ing the past few months by manufac- 
turers, business men and brokers, the 
conservative attitude of the Bank of 
Montreal fn holding current loans to 
within $15.000,000.. of the previous 
year’s record must be regarded as snt- 
isfactory. The total Assets of the 
bank now stand at almost $245,000.006 
as-comvared with $227.000.000 for the 
previous vear. Altorether the show- 
ing made by the Bank of Mon':eal re- 
flects thé hiehest praise on the prerl- 
and officials 
connected with It. The past year has 
been a semewhat trying one to banks 
and the fact that the financial sfarm 
has been weathered so su wessfully 
and with so little inconvenience? to the 
mnblie indicates careful and conserva- 
tive banking practices. 

The address of the pres'dent was a 
masterly. summary of financial and 
economic conditions hoth at home and 
abroad. Mr. Meredith reviewed the 
history of the bank, touch>d on ‘he 
trado ond industrial exnansion of the 
Dominion, referred to the monetary 
situation abroad and threizhout fr sll 
maintained a note of ontinism. While 
advocating a policy of eonservatism 
and caution. he exnressed the ovinion 
that thé cammercial condition of Can- 
ada was fundamentally sound: 

In his discussion of the general sit- 
uation. Mr. Meredith described the 
year 1918 as a memorable one. ‘In 
Great Britain the demands for money 
have been unusually heavy with the 
result that the rates were hieher 
than In other years. He pointed out 
that there were many factors effecting 
the monetarv sitnation. the most not- 
able heing the Belkan War, the world 
wide trade activity. the riso In prices 
of commodities and thea serlous politl- 
cal. disturhances in France and Ger- 
manv. Further. the dem.arc for gold 
on the part of several comntries sveh 
as Eeypt and India, addec to the 
aeuteaess of the monetary sitnation. 
Coupled with this was a considerable 
degree of social unrest In Great Brit- 
ain. Another disturbing factor was 


‘the Mexican situation. 


In his review of the trade of Canada, 
Mr. Meredith was most optimistic, 
pointing out that the export trade is 
now showing a marked advance. while 
the imports are practically stationary, 
indicating thereby that Canada fs pay- 
ing her bills by ihe -exportation of 
produce, 

The ageregate foreign trade of Can- 
ada for the 7 months ending October 
was $636,000,600 as against $580,000.000 
for the .ame period a year ago, while 
in the same period the excess of im- 
ports over cxnorts have heen cut down 
from $190.000.000 to $145,000,000. Mr. 
Meredith estimated the value of the 
field crons this year, at present prices, 
at $500,000.000, He then took up each 
province: by itself, showing the condf- 
tions prevailing In cach and summariz- 


following gptimistic summary. 
“Business as a whole continues 
good. Our yast resources have been 
scarcely scratcl..d, immigration ts 
large, railway constructions active, 
new territory and new sources of 
wealth are being steadily opened up 
and the confidence of British and For- 
eien capitalists in our country is una- 
hated. A temporary halt can only 
refresh Ca.ada for yet greater achieve- 
ments.” .

he success of western tree-planta- 
tions depends not so much on the cli- 
matic conditions, as-is erroneously 
supposed, but rather on the care taken 
with the delicate young seedlings be- 
fore and after planting. To show the 
farmers how best to obtain successful 
results with Useir plantations nine in- 
spectors of tree planting are maintain- 
ed by the Dominion Government in 
these provinces, and several bulletins 
bearing on this work have been issued 
by the Forestry Branch at Ottawa, and 
can be had on application. 

The principal trees planted in the 
West are ash, maple, cottonwood, wil- 
low and Russian poplav. The first 
two do well together, and ash espec- 
jally is much in favor with the farm- 
ers, h.ving probably the lowest death- 
rate of any. Willow and poplar are 
usually supplied as cuttings and do 
well together. The Russian willow is 
growing in popularity with the farm- 
ers on account of its ease of propaga- 
tion, its quick-growing qualities, hard- 
iness and freedom from disease. That} 
spruce, arch tamarach, and Scotch ! 
pine will alsc do well on the prairies 
is no longer questionable. 

The best results are in all cases at- 
tained by planting the trees in the 
spring in belts at least twenty yards 
wide on well-prepered soil, such as 
summer-fallow, or garden ijand, the 
trees being spaced about four feet 
apart and planted in rows to permit 
machine cultivation in-order to protect 
the soil from weeds and evaporation 
until the trees grow large enough for 
their branchas to meet.
